The power and advantages of music 
have ever been acitnowledged through- 
out the whole civilized world. 

A practical knowledge of the art and 


iscience of music was considcred by an- 


cient nations’gs one of the -mest iinpor- 
tant and useful accomplishments that 
cguld adorn the buman charactez. 

The Pythagereans: practiced. , mu. sic 
for the purpose of elevating and refining 
the feelings—for inciting their minds to 
pure moral actions—for bringing their 
souls and bodies into a proper state for 
the holy dnd ennobling devotions of the 
soul to its God, and for inatilling into 


. their minds a passionate love for all that 


is amiable, virtuous, truthful and_ good, 
One of their doctrines was, that the soul 
consists of harmony, and by the practice 
of music, they imagined. that it could 
awaken the faculties of the soul which 
it possessed in its pre-existent state in 
Heaven, 

The ancients attributed still other ef- 
fects produced by the power of music— 
such as curing: diseases, quelling , sedi- 
tions, raising and subduing the passions, 
and even causing madness and distrac- 
tion. 

It is recorded in ancient history that 
the bite of the Tarantula was curable 
by music alone. ,A peculiar style of 
music, or a certain favorite tune of the 
person effected with the ‘venomous poi- 
son, would produce a speedy cure. The 
effect of its poison has.a rigid and par- 
alyzing influence upon the body, and 
when the musician hits upon the right, 


or favorite piece of music, the extrem- 


ities of the bands and feet first begin to 
show some sign of life by a nervous 
quivering motion,, (as if under the influ- 
ence of an electro-magnetic battery) un- 
til it permeates the whole body, when 
the person will sometimes dance and 
cut the wildest kind of antics imaginable 


until the influence of the poison is over- 


come ip the system. 

The same power is also ickadereagee 
in music of mere modern times. Dr. 
Niewentiit, in gpeaking of an. Italian, 


who, by varying his music from gay to. 


sulemn, and frem brisk to slow, and vice 
versa, could move the soul to such a de- 
gree as to produce madness and distrac- 
tion. 

There is an instance: in the enn ot 
the French Academy, of a musician whe 
was taken with a malignant fever, which 
was cured’ by a number’ of musicians 
who visited him in his room, and gave 
concerts of choice and epics pieces of 
music. 

Perhaps, no one that a ever lived 
could produce more astonishing ‘effects 
by music than Paganini‘on his violin.— 
He could put an audience in’ tears one 
moment, and the next convulse it witli 
Tanghtér. on one single string: |

some years ago, who gave a. “concert 
there whichhe oleed with |

wide open. This was related to vs by a 
Presbyterian clergyman, who was one 
of the audience, and ‘ ‘caught * himself ‘in

¢alm the wildest and deepest sorrow, 
which we may seek in vain for any other 
science to effect. It can unlock the foun-

eye, and thereby bring relief to the over- 
burthened heart, which would otherwise 
soon have ceased to pulsate under its 
crushing weight of sorrow. 
How often is the darkening frown dis- 
pelled and the angry spirit made calm 


; by hearing some delightful and charm- 


ing music, er some loved one singing 
a beautiful and favorite melody. 

How refreshing to the weary laborer, 
farmer and mechanic as they return 
home from their Iabor and toil, to sit 
and listen to the soul cheering and ever 
welcome strains of a beloved wife, sister 


or mother, and the sweet silvery sotes’ 


of the cherished and loved little song- 
sters of a happy home? which is ever an 
inexaustable source of pleasure to the 
fond, faithful and affectionate parent’s

Servia, however, is now 
free, and this monument will teach their 
children the valne of independence by 
showing them the price at which their 
ferefathers purchased it.”
